This piece in a small suburban 
paper presumes to address jtseif 
in a particular manner tc Mr, Rob- 
ert McLean, ot the Evening Bulle- 
tin, and to Mr. Walter Annenberg, 
of the Philadelphia Inquirer. Us 
theme shall oe that the facilities 
for making public opinion in Phil- 
adelphia are now so concentrated 
as to make thoughtful citizens alert 
as to what could happen if these 
newspapers si art to throw the.r 
great weights around and decided 
to assert an influence which would 
not correspond with that impartial 
dissemination of the news whbh 
is a concomitant of the "freedom 
of the press." 

Behold the huge franchise which 
each of these gentlemen possesses: 
a newspaper ^ r vast circulation and 
without competition in their re- 
spective field.*, a radio station, a 
television station and also each con- 
ducts important, auxiliary feature? 
in the way of forums, authors' 
luncheons, etc. Each day they im- 
press themselves and treir view- 
points on the .lives of millions of 
person*. 

Nothing quite like this situation 
has ever existed in Philadelphia 
before and in no other place are 
thp "news monopolies" of th 
same gigantic status as is the ca.v 
with the Bulletin and the Inquirer. 
It is true that in many smaller 
cities only one paper is left to in- 
form the popu'ace and it is often 
hoard, where such is the case, thai'. 
the exclusive editor's procedure is 
an oppressive one and detrimental 
to the best estate of the commun- 
ity involved. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 
There is fault to find with Mr. 
Annenberg, but his departure from 
grace has not affected these pa-ts 
in any special way and so can be 
discussed at another time. In the 
case of Mr. McLean's Bulletin, it 
is apparent t, at the working edi- 
tors are called upon to "bend bank 
wards" to aissure a newspa, or 
which the people will respect and 
patronize in ever increasing num- 
bers. U is th? kind of newspaper 
which fits Philadelphia like a 
glove, even though it lacks the edi- 
torial distinction of, say, the New 
York Herald-Tribune, which caieis 
to a more restricted kind of circu- 
lation. Perhaps it is in order to be- 
lieve that the Bulletin is the mo.-' 
valuable single newspaper invest 
ment in America and if that is not 
the case the p*esent rale of prog- 
ress will soon make it v\ without 
a doubt. 

Feeling that way, then, about 
; Mr. McLean and his unique jour- 
nal, it should be easy for him to 
realize the spirit of the protest 
which is prompted by what \\m 
"Our Town" department printed 
i on May 7, 1948, regarding the epi- 
sode which occurred at the Penn- 
sylvania Museum on April 30, 1948. 
' No experienced person can he 
blamed for suimising that the con- 
ductor of the column, obviously 
eager to take an undercover slap 
at the "Man irom Merlon," merely 
, phoned to his friends at the Mu- 
seum and asked their opinion as to 
what had happened. He then pro- 
reeded to pr»nt that "opinion" as 
the only thing worth saying and he 
proves that by supplying a cap- 
tion which churlishly describes the 
affair as a "Tempest in an Art Tea 
pot." 

That, Mr. McLean, is hardly the 
kind of "news-flanting" which peo- 
ple expect in their Bulletin, even 
in the "gossip columns," and es- 
pecially is this true when the mat- 
1 ter has the essence of large public 
interest. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 
The fact is that the Pennsylvania 
Museum has been un.ier tire fo, 
!* many years, "'lie city has a tre 
mendous investment in its cr 
treasures. It pays its director $15,- 
000 per annum and gives him a 
nice home on Lemon Hill. Accord- 
ing to stenogiaphic reports, tha* 
director was forced to quit th? 
rostrum, by the clamor of the audi 



ence, and his place was taken by 
a New York art authority whose 
dissertation, even according to the 
biased "Our Town" column, was 
"excellently dene." The director 
was rather gratuitously reported 
by the Bulletin as "chuckling" 
about the incident. He did not 
"chuckle" when the thing occurred, 
but is reported as having retired 
in red-faced mortification after he 
had disqualified himself for the 
topic of the afternoon. 

The Bulletin, man also recorded 
that Dr. A. 0. Barnes ol Merion 
had 'only" 65 Matisses, while the 
Museum had 300. What that is sup- 
posed to mean or prove is not made 
clear, but it would sa?m that a 
private individual who t^wned 65 
of such precicus painti '.ire would 
have a very cogent reason for at- 
tending a lecture where tne merits 
of the artist v. ere being discussed. 
The truth could be thai the real 
explanation fo" the dirytor's boast 
that he had 300 of these particular 
paintings is the very fact that Dr. 
Barnes owns S5 of them, a primary 
index of Iheir real merit. There is 
no doubt that the Museum's au 
thorities hav? an awesc.me respect 
for Dr. Barne^ sagacity and there 
is ample evidence they no not pre- 
sume to vie with him \vh M n it comes 
to the estimr.t on of .n'unstc art- 
values. Incidentally, \h?. sum-total 
worth of the paintings in ;he 
Barnes Foundation is said to exceed 
double that ot the Pennsylvania 
Museum. 

♦ ♦ ♦ 
No reporters appeared to have 
been present at the Museum lec- 
ture. Such lectures should be heid 
for the genera 1 public in whose 
behalf the extraordinary endow- 
ments were made, but there is said 
to be small sign that t;ia Museum 
seeks any widespread interest. The 
time must come when something 
shall he decided on to givv the city 
a larger eultUial return on the 
many millions which are at stake. 
Many of those who deal with art 
matters on their highest level as- 
sert that an entirely m\v perspec- 
tive is in older if Philadelphia is 
to come into its own as an authen- 
tic art center of unquestioned au- 
thority and distinction. Too many 
places are competing for the ex- 
clusive trophies that would bring 
high renown to the city if the local 
circumstances warranted the 're- 
spect which is now said to be lack- 
ing. If a committee is to be ap- 
pointed, it should be selected \vi:.h 
rare wisdom, fur there is too much 
at issue * to risk the 'whitewash" 
that could occur if all elements' of 
the continuous controversy were 
not properly represented in th 
impartial research which should bo 
made. Whatever that massive 
structure on the Parkway cos' 
when built, at (east double the sum 
would be required now to repro- 
duce it. It is far too valuable, only 
as an edifice, u, house anything at 
which the finger of doubt may be 
pointed and one does not have to 
be too well-informed to be aware 
of the great discontent which ex- 
ists, in various circles, regarding 
the present status of affairs. 

Yes, Mr. McLean, your assertive 
young man might^ have deduced 
something of real value to the city 
and its art devotees when he heard 
about the capitulation of the Mu- 
seum director and had proceeded 
to submit his information to your 
more discerning Editorial Council. 
Overlooking, o.* not knowing (and 
certainly underestimating), the 
proverbial ana indignant attitude 
of advanced artistry to intellectual 
sham, he tooK it on himself to 
sneer at those well qualified to 
speak and he phrases his r.omments 
to please those who are in the sad- 
dle and who could appear to be 
his back-slapping friends. 

Nearly evei ybody reads the 
Bulletin, but that's not the sort of 
thing they expect to lind in it 
nor is it recalled, Mr. McLean, 
that they eve:- have before.

impression that we dislike women, 
we hasten to correct it.

He walks through, not necessarily 
hurriedly, but at least purposefully, 
and then steps clear of the door- 
way so that anyone in back of him, 
trying to get in, or In front of him, 
trying to get out, can also use the 
doorway for the purpose which the 
architect intended.

Pearl Buck has chosen for her 
newest novel a background and a 
place in time which should have 
furnished forth a broad, rich vol- 
ume, replete • - : th drama and heavy 
with the overtones of conflict. What 
she has ended up with, however, 
sounds suspiciously like a Chinese 
soap opera. 

A writer in search of a plot could 
hardly ask for more than these bare 
outline: Peon v. a bondmaid, is the 
mainstay in trie household of Ezra 
ben Israel, one of the Seven Fami- 
lies in the northern province of 
Honan which has Jewish ancestry. 
Ezra is respected and loved by the 
wise and tolerant Chinese, and his 
position in the community is a high 
one. In his own house, the rites 
of the ancient Jewish faith are kept 
alive by his wife, but he himself has 
become Chinese in everything but 
fact. 

He has a son, David, with whom 
Peony falls deeply in love. And this 
is where a perfectly good book be- 
gins to fall apart. She cannot marry 
him (of "John's Other Wife" et al>, 
because alas, she is merely a ser- 
vant. However, being omniscient 
and omnipotent as only the protag- 
onists of this particular genre of 
novels are, she arranges a good 
marriage for him, presides graceful- 
ly over his household, runs his life, 
teaches his children, is his business 
counselor asd confidante. When, hi 
the good Chinese fashion, David de- 
cides that he would take her for his 
concubine, the girl searches her 
heart and knows that this would de- 
stroy all that is fine and beautiful 
between them. So — have you 
guessed it? — she enters a nunnery. 
Here her wisdom and goodness 



make her rise to head her order, 
and in time she is recognized as the 
Great Wise Woman of the commit 
nity. Fade-out music. 

All this is written In Mrs. Buck's 
own particular prose style, which 
sounds somewhat like the King 
James version of the Bible and 
somewhat like the Bobbsey Twins 
at Hidden Lakes. There are, it 
must be admitted, some rewarding 
pictures of life in China, and life in 
a Jewish household in an alien land. 
It. also seems only fair to note that 
this will probably go right to the 
top of the best-seller lists.
